The plan contemplates that the 


Legislature in January shall as- 
sign one cent of the present three 
cent gasoline tax equally divided 
among the counties and one cent 
of the State’s share of the gaso- 
line tax for unemployment relief, 
in the amount of $250,890 a month. 

In return the Alabama Relief 
Administration would agree that 
an equal amount would be extend- 
ed in the work program for roads 
and bridges, This would not, there- 
fore, constitute a diversion of the 
gasoline tax money from the pur- 
pose of the original levy for the 
maintenance and construction of 
roads and bridges, Mr. Holt said. 

On the other hand, he pointed 
out, it will stabilize and offer a 
definite and assured means of local 
participation in the relief program 
through the state, rather than 
through the counties. 

Once reasonable assurance has 
been given that such State partici- 
pation will be made available by 
Legislative enactment, Mr, Holt 
said the way will be open imme- 
diately for immediate expansion 
of the work program, more ade- 
quate relief, and other emergency 
and recovery activities through an- 
ticipated additional grants from 
the Federal Emergency Relief Ad- 
ministration. ' 

With expansion of the work pro- 
gram as contemplated immediate- 
ly it will be possible for the Re- 
lief Administration to contribute 
towards the purchase of materials 
for buildings and road and bridge 


construction, Without the addi- 
tional grants needed, Mr. Holt 
said, the work must continue to 


be of a nature in which no ma- 
terials are required. 

Under the plan advanced the 
County Commissioners and Boards 
of Revenue by formal resolution 
would recommend to the Legisla- 
ture which meets next January 
that two of the six cents per gal- 
lon gasoline tax be used for unem- 
;ployment relief, one cent to be 
payable from thesamounts allotted 
counties and the other from the 
State gasoline tax receipts. 

Heretofore the local contribu- 
tions have been made by the coun- 
ties and in some instances the full 
receipts of the three cents gaso- 
line tax allotted them have been 
paid by counties with an equiva- 
lent amount being allotted for 
work relief on the roads.
